Tbt rapidity of passing events has 
bvoofht this cuuutry face to face 
with oomplications mat have been an* 
ticipaled only hy rlcis<' students of 
tbe spirit of the times. The whole 
territorial tBpaaaion of this country, 
which in every case has been amply 
Jattifled by surrounding events, bss

In the past, however, our territo- 
rial expansion has brought uu fur- 
eigD complicatioos, but bave tbe ralb- 
cr lessened the possibility of conllicts, 
cither diplumatic or by arma, with 
other nations. But the success of 
American arma in the Fkilippioe Is- 
lands haa damonatrated the fact that

to the American jieople, than tbe 
Monroe doetrine. Bnt that hiatoric

that it has been compelle<I to assume 
a* oue of the necessities o( war. The 
natives of riiiiippines are strug- 
ii\\B)i fur freedom. The outrages 
perpetrated there by Spain are as fla- 
■;r>nt, as cruel and as odioDS^i any 
that bave occurred on Cubaa aoil. 
Only the remote distance of the 
i Philippines from the ccuter of the 
civilised world has caused Ibe horrors 
of Hpanish rule there to be lesa koown 
than those tliat have aroaseil the 
isymiiathy of the world for Cuba. 
Whatever may become of the Pbllip- 
ipine Nliind-. they cannot he given 
over sgaiu to Spaijish rule, liumau- 
'ly forbids that. Thua.ajises the 
ju^'stion whether we shall hold them 
or transfer theui tu some other pow- 
er or establish an independent gov- 
ernment there. 

There are many reasons why the 
t' ailed State.s should retain them 
They lie midway I etweeo China and 
Australia.

They have *a population of 
upwards of 8,000,000 peojile, who 
would contribute vastly to tbe com- 
nercfal expansion of this eonntry.

S.jiue of our statesmen who have 
bitterly opposed Hawaiian annexation 
now incline favorslily lowanl that 
ai Hon. It is apparent uow without 
argument that tbe Hawaiian lalands 
are ncoes.'ary to onr future well be- 
ing amoiii; the uotioijs of tbe earih.
